In the reign of James II, on the 11th May, 1685, two 


women, Margaret Maclachlan and Margaret Wilson, 
the former an aged widow, the latter a maiden of 
elghteen, suffered death for their religion in Wigton- 
shire. They were offered their lives if they would 
consent to abjure the cause of the insurgent Covenanters 
and attend the. Episcopal worship. They refused, and 
were sentenced to be drowned. They were conveyed to 
a spot where the Solway overflows twice a day, and 
were fastened to stakes forced in the sand between the 
high and low water mark. 


The name of Margaret Wilson, in the churchyard at Wigton, 
appears in the appendix to “Cloud of Witnesses :” 


‘““ Murdered for owning Christ supreme, 
Head of His Church, and no more crime, 
But her not owning Prelacy, 

And not abjuring Presbytery, 
Within the sea tied to a stake, 
She suffered for Christ Jesus’ sake.”
